WASHINGTON. Jan. 16 (NYT) 
— Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
has set a deadline of not later than 
the middle of next month for the 
Soviet Union to withdraw its troops 
from Afghanistan or face the likeli- 
hood of a U.S. boycott of the Mos- 
cow Olympics this summer. 

In an interview Monday night, 
Mr. Vance said that he and Presi- 
dent Carter were both opposed to 
U.S. participation in the Olympics 
while the Russians are in Afghani- 
stan and that the administration de- 
cision on whether to participate 
would be made soon, by the middle 
or next month. 

Mr. Vance said, however, that he 
did not expect the Russians to meet 
the deadline. 

Commenting on the Russians' 
pledge to remove their troops from 
Afghanistan when their mission is 
over, he said: “If they did, that, 
would be a good thing . I don't be- 
lieve that is going to happen in the 
near future, but 1 would like to be 
proven wrong.” An official said lat- 
er that the deadline had not been 
conveyed formally to Moscow. 

Homan Side 

This was Mr. Vance’s first exten- 
sive interview ou the Iran and Af- 
ghanistan crises, and be revealed a 
human side to these foreign-policy 
problems that he has not often 
shown. 

“I often wake up at night and 
wonder if there is some avenue we 
are not pursuing.” he said of the ef- 
fort to find a negotiated solution to 
the Iran crisis, now in its 1 1th week. 
He said that he had made three se- 
cret trips to New York in the hope 
of working out a solution early m 
the crisis, one of several initiatives 
that failed 

“I can’t say that I see at this 
point any encouraging prospect for 
a quick sol mi on," Mr. Vance said 
of the situation in Iran. “I wish I 
could say otherwise. But I would be, 
misleading you if I indicated that I 
did see a quick solution.” 

He made these other specific 
points: 

• Mr. Carter is considering, in 
response to the Afghan situation, a 
declaration of what is being called a 
“framework for regional coopera- 


tion” in the Middle East and South 
Asia. Although the policy has been 
described as the Carter Doctrine in 
the press. Mr. Vance indicated that 
its purpose was to provide a ration- 
ale for several strands of existing 
policy, including assistance to coun- 
tries that seem threatened by the 
Russians. 

• Because of the need to gain 


wider cooperation from Arab na- 
tions in the Middle East, renewed 
emphasis will be devoted to seeking 
a resolution of the Palestinian prob- 
lem. As part of the effort, it was 
learned, Sol Linowitz. the special 
Middle East negotiator, will fly to 
the area and meet Jordanian. Saudi 
and Moroccan leaders along with

Olympic Committee Says 
Games to Stay in Moscow

GENEVA. Jan. 16 — Monique Berlioux, director of the Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee^ today said that tbe 1980 Olympic Sum- 
mer Gaines will be held in Moscow as scheduled despite U.S. con- 
siderations of trying to switch diem because of the Soviet interven- 
tion in Afghansi tan. 

Mrs. Berlioux said she was echoing the position already taken by 
Lord Kfllanm , president of tbe IOC; he had said in London he saw 
no alternative to holding the Games in Moscow. 

Mrs. Berlioux was responding to questions from the European 
Broadcasting Union on its arrangements for coverage of the Games 
for European audiences. Union officials said coverage plans would 
go ahead despite any boycotting. 

Tbe White House has Indicated willingness to go to considerable 
trouble and expense to change the site, but officials of the U.S. 
Olympic Committee said yesterday that it would be physically im- 
possible to do so. They also warned that a boycott of the Summer 
Games could affect next month’s Winter Games at Lake Placid. 
N.Y., and the 1984 Games in Los Angeles. 

“Anyone who knows anything about it,” said committee Presi- 
dent Robert Kane, “should realize there’s no other city in tbe world 
that could take this year’s Summer Games at this late date. The 
sports facilities might be usable, but no city except Moscow has an 
Olympic village that could house and feed 15,000 athletes, coaches 
and other personnel." 

Don Miller, executive director of tbe UJL group, estimated it 
would take at least two years for another city to prepare for the 
Games. He and Mr. Kane said the committee would not defy the 
government if it asked for a boycott, but both said such a pullout 
probably would destroy tbe modern Games. 

Yuri Kartsev, a New York-based representative of Moscow’s 
Olympic organizing committee, said yesterday, “The Games don't 
belong to any country. It’s an international event ... If you try to 
introduce the issue [of Afghanistan] to it, you will kill the Olyra- 
’ pics." 

Any announcement of a U.S. boycott will be postponed until 
Lake Ptacida Games are underway, or perhaps over, to avoid aug- 
menting the awkwardness that Mr. Carter may feel as he faces the 
Olympic community and its traditions.

Christopher Ends Mission Without Giving Details 

U.S. Aide Says Allies Will Impose Sanctions on Russia

NEW YORK, Jan. 16 (NYT) -A 
judge yesterday declared unconsti- 
tutional the controversial legislation 
that severely restricts federal fi- 
nancing for abortions for indigent 
women. 

The judge. John Dooling Jr. of 
Federal District Court in Brooklyn, 
ordered that officials resume au- 
thorizing, the expenditure of Medic- 
aid funds to help pay for “medically 
necessary abortions provided by 
duly certified providers." 

To provide time for an appeal to 
be filed. Judge Dooling delayed en- 
forcement of bis judgment for 30 
days. An appeal to Lhe Supreme 
Court was immediately announced 
by the Justice Department. 

In his decision, Judge Dooling 
defined medically necessary abor- 
tions as those “that are necessary in 
the professional judgment of the 
pregnant woman's attending physi- 
cian, exercised in tbe light of an fac- 
tors, physical, emotional, psycho- 
logical, familial, and the woman’s 
age, relevant to tbe health-related 
well-being of the pregnant woman." 

The current version of the legisla- 
tion be struck down, known as the 
Hyde Amendment, permits federal 
payments for abortions only in cas- 
es in which a woman’s life would be 
if the fetus were carried 
to fulT term or where a pregnancy 
has resulted from an incident of 
rape or incest that has been prompt- 
ly reported. 

If the Dooling derision is allowed 
to stand, it will have a major social, 
economic and political effect. For 
this reason the ruling had been anx- 
iously awaited by both sides in the 
bitter controversy over the abortion 
issue. 1 

“If his order is upheld, the feder- 
al government will have to pay its 
share in aS the states, and the states 
must offer the service and pay their 
share," said Rhonda Copelon of the 
center fra- Constitutional Rights, 
who was a key attorney on the pro- 
abortion side. 

The court recently announced 


that it would hear arguments on a 
ruling by a federal district court in 
1 Illinois, which, last April, declared 
the Hyde Amendment unconstitu- 
tional but did not order the govern- 
ment to stop implementing it. 

Gerald Bedell, an attorney for 
several persons who had intervened 
in the case on behalf of the Hyde 
Amendment, said, “There is no ba- 
sis in the Constitution that would 
justify this ruling.” 

While the Supreme Court in 1973 
extensively broadened the general 
rights of women to have abortions.

U.S. Commission Gloomy on Rights in ’79

Officials Uncertain of Recovery 


Tito’s Health Stable; Military ’Vigilant’

BELGRADE. Jan. 16 (UPI) — 

President Tito's condition appeared 
to have stabilized today, but the 
armed forces were observing 
"heightened vigilance" and a senior 
diplomat said that officials would 
not make predictions on his health. 

A medical bulletin said that Mar- 
shal Tito. 87. had not suffered any 
"greater difficulties" related to the 
circulatory blockage in his iefL leg 
and that “on the whole [his] general 
condition is better." 

A senior Yugoslav diplomat said, 
however, that officials had advised 
him not to leave on a planned vaca- 
tion next week as it was not known 
whether Marshal Tito’s condition 
would worsen. "After all, he is 87." 
the diplomat said. 

Marshal Tito underwent surgery 
on his left leg over the weekend duL 


despite ’a temporary improvement, 
doctors said that the operation, be- 
lieved to be bypass surgery for an 
apparent blood clot in die leg, had 
not been a success. 

There was no word as to whether 
another bypass operation or an am- 
putation would be attempted.

Meanwhile, well-informed Yugo- 
slav sources said that the armed 
forces were in a state of "height- 
ened vigilance" — short of a general 
alert, but involving 24-hour special 
duty.

Soviet Spies Used Canada as a Base , 
Review Says, Quoting Secret Report 


TORONTO. Jan. 16 <AP) — Rus- 
sian spies controlled by the Soviet 
Consulate in Montreal had contacts 
with leaders in Canadian govern- 
ment and industry and used Cana- 
da as a staging area for coven oper- 
ations in other parts of the world, 
according to a secret police report 
published today in a Canadian 
magazine. 

The report, leaked to This Maga- 
zine. a small leftist monthly, was 
prepared in 1976 by the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police for gov- 
ernment ministers and oiher top of- 
ficials. The RCMP went to court 
last year to stop publication of the 
report, but a judge ruled recently 
that it was not covered by Canada's 
Official Secrets Act. 

The report identified Vladimir 
Gavryushkin. later appointed Sovi- 
et consul general in Montreal, as a 
key intelligence operative who used 
his contacts with members of Par- 
liament and leaders of business and 
academic circles to gather informa- 


tion. He also “counseled leading 
figures in the Communist Party in 
Canada," the report said. 

U said- that Mr. Gavryushkin 
tried to do most of his work in the 
open to prevent a disruption of rela- 
tions between the Soviet Union and 
Canada.

A similar pattern pre- 
vailed in every election until 1977 
when the opposition united against 
her Congress Party and won 
overwhelmingly.

Lyric, despite a shaky artistic start 
on both of its stages, has already 
been lucky enough lo find a regular 
and loyal local audience. 

The trouble is that “City De- 
lights" (running through Feb. 9) 
breaks all the old laws of revue 
without managing to create any 
new ones.

The question now is whether events in Af- 
ghanistan have overtaken the policy the ad- 
ministration has been applying in Tran since 
the hostages were seized on Nov. 4. 

* * * 

That policy, one of graduated pressure, 
made sense while Iran was isolated (not even 
Moscow supported its seizure of U.S. diplo- 
mats) and while the security and integrity of 
Iran itself were not directly at stake. But Iran 
is no longer isolated: the Soviet Union, seek- 
ing to escape the diplomatic condemnation 
that its invasion of Afghanistan has reaped, 
is eagerly putting itself forward as the protec- 
tor of Iran against U.S.-sponsored pressures, 
political and economic now and possibly mil- 
itary later. And Iran is. not secure: the local 
Soviet-controlled Communist Party (Tudeh) 
has been gaining ground and may now be 
better positioned than any other Iranian po- 
litical group to capitalize on chaos and frag- 
mentation. The Red Army, which previously 
sat only on Iran's northern border, now sits 
on its eastern border in Afghanistan as welL 
Iran itself has no army to speak of. 

Pre- Afghanistan, it made sense, or so we 
have felt, that the chief U.S. goal was to win 
the release of the hostages — and by so doing 
to demonstrate U.S. determination. It was in 
that spirit that the United States first reacted 
to the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, treat- 
ing it as yet one more reason why Iranians 
should promptly resolve the hostage ques- 
tion: the better to face the danger of Soviet 
power. Precisely because Afghanistan has 
made that danger more real, however, the ad- 
ministration may have to rethink its policy 
and accept as its new priority the preserva- 
tion of the independence and integrity of 
Iran. For the disintegration of Iran or its 
takeover by communists or its invasion by 
Russians summoned by those communists 


would be a disaster of a magnitude surpass- 
ing anything that has happened so far, in- 
cluding the kidnapping of the diplomats. 

The sanctions came along on the old pre- 
Afghanistan track. But if the preservation of 
Iranian independence is accepted as the post- 
Afghanistan priority, they may have to be 
reviewed. Iranians can hardly be expected to 
take seriously U.S. solicitude for their securi- 
ty against a Soviet threai if at the same time 
the United States is leading a broad cam- 
paign to throttle the Iranian economy. To the 
extent that such a campaign succeeds, more- 
over, it may merely soften up Iran more for 
the co mmunis ts. Surely there are Iranians 
with no illusions as to where the true threat 
to their country lies. But they will have trou- 
ble identifying with the United States in a 
context where the administration is leading a 
sanctions squeeze. As for the hostages, a U.S. 
showing of respect for Iran’s security might 
do as much for them — certainly it would do 
no less — as a continued tightening of the 
screws. 

* * • * 

We are t alkin g here strictly of the econom- 
ic sanctions issue. There is no question of 
retur ning the shah or of acquiescing in any of 
those recommended anti-U.S. festivals, 
called tribunals or whatever, to be conducted 
by Ayatollah Khomeini. The issue is what 
will in fact serve U.S. interests. If the admin- 
istration, having charged up the hill on sanc- 
tions, were to back down now, Soviet propa- 
gandists — not to speak of some of Mr. 
Carter’s political rivals — would have a hey- 
day. The test of policy, however, is not 
whether it fits past projections, but whether 
it responds to the real world. Afghanistan is 
the real world.

A UN Scorecard 


It was a wonderfully revealing vote when 
the UN General Assembly finally got around 
to deploring the Soviet invasion of Afghani- 
stan, The self-styled “natural ally” of the 
Third World was all but buried in the Mon- 
day roll call: no less than J04 countries joined 
in the condemnation, as against 1 8 nays, with 
30 abstaining or not voting. But what was 
fascinating was rite way tfae minority defined, 
by its votes, its almost precise degree of de- 
pendence on Soviet largesse, or fear of Soviet 
legions.

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No Primary for Iowa 


Repeat three times: Iowa does not have a 
presidential primary on Jan. 21, 1980. 

What Iowa will hold at 8 p.ra. next Mon- 
day are 2,530 precinct caucuses throughout 
■the state. Both Democrats and Republicans 
will hold their meetings at the same time, in 
different places. 

* * V 

After all the Harris and Gallup reports on 
who’s moving and who’s slipping. Iowa will 
be the first real live test of actual voters mak- 
ing a decision on the candidates. And 1 as 
such, the Iowa results will be analyzed, scru- 
tinized and postmortemized for at least two 
weeks, or until everybody can get to New 
Hampshire (which is the first presidential 
primary). 

In 1976, only about 7 percent of the Dem- 
ocrats and 4 percent of the Republicans 
turned out for the Iowa caucuses. Unlike a 
primary, where participation amounts to 
quickly casting a secret ballot for your favor- 
ite candidate, a caucus requires both an in- 
vestment of hours and a semipublic declara- 
tion of choice. This means that everyone else 
who attends the caucus in your precinct can 
determine which candidate you are support- 
ing (just a s you can see whom they are sup- 
porting). 

Promptly at 8:30 p.m.. in a given precinct, 
those Democrats who support President 
Carter will go to one comer of the meeting 
room. Sen. Edward Kennedy's supporters 
will go to a separate comer. Gov. Edmund 
(Jerry) Brown's to a third comer, and the 


undecided voters to a fourth corner. Then the 
counting begins. Any candidate or group 
with more than 15 percent of those at the 
meeting is entitled to at least one delegate. 
(The number of delegates is apportioned to 
each precinct based upon the number of 
votes cast in the precinct for the party’s nom- 
inee in the last gubernatorial election.) 

There will occur some swapping and 
switching after the first count If a candi- 
date's supporters do not have the necessary 
15 percent they might try' to strike a deal 
with the uncommitted bloc to get one of its 
places for the county convention. The 'pre- 
cinct meetings are only a first step in a six- 
month process — precinct to county to dis- 
trict — that will culminate in the state con- 
vention in June. 

* * * 

The candidates and their campaigns in 
Iowa face a major organizational job: to 
motivate, identify and inform their voters, 
and to convince them of the importance of 
spending a couple of hours in a school or a 
library on a cold night in January. Much 
romanticizing has been done about the 
“grass-roots” activity in presidential cam- 
paigns: but in Iowa, a committed, competent 
“grass root” is worth more than the most cre- 
ative. colorful television advertising cam- 
paign. Just because it’s a caucus and not a 
primary.

Nuclear Truce

W ASHINGTON — The Soviet 
ambassador in Washington, 
Anatoli Dobrynin, has been in 
Washington since 1962 and is now 
the senior member or dean of the 
diplomatic corps. During these 18 
years, he has acquired a reputation 
here for affability and influence. So 
it may be worthwhile examining’ 
this in tbe light of the Soviet inva- 
sion of Afghanistan. 

As to his affability, there can be 
no doubt. No ambassador in town 
can match his ability to peddle out- 
rageous nonsense with such a smil- 
ing countenance. His influence, 
however, is open to question, and so 
is Washington's established prefer- 
ence for dealing with the Soviet Un- 
ion through Dobrynin rather than 
through tbe U.S. Embassy in Mos- 
cow. ‘ 

Dobrynin was undoubtedly -con- 
sulted about the Soviet move into 
Afghanistan. He left here suddenly 
on Dec. 10, shortly before the Red 
Army crossed the Afghan border. 
He canceled a dinner in his honor 
at the Argentine Embassy on Dec. 
14 and another at the home oF 
Lloyd Cutler, the White House 
counselor, on Dec. 18 — with the 
excuse that be was going home for a 
medical checkup. 

The argument for dealing with 
him'here is that he has been around 
Washington since the Kennedy ad- 
ministration, knows the temper of 
this country, is well acquainted on 
Capitol Hill, reports accurately, and 
has easy access to the Soviet Polit- 
buro, of which he is a member. This 
at least is the theory.

Kennedy in Vienna, the Cuban mis- 
sile crisis and the Soviet Union's 
unilateral breach of tbe moratorium 
on nuclear testing . . . Dobrynin 
smiled and conceded that not all 
mistakes had been on tbe American 
side.” 


Dobrynin has been a master at 
the art of spotting differences be- 
tween the president’s principal for- 
eign policy advisers. He played 
Kissinger off against Secretary of 
State William Rogers, and has not 
been unaware of the conflict be- 
tween Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance and the president's national 
security adviser, Zbigniew Brzyzin- 
slri.

The names of the U.K- and 
French participants were not imme- 
diately known. 

The gold-price situation was re- 
portedly only one of many topics 
discussed.

NEW YORK, Jan. 16 (NYT) — The U.S. eco- 
nomic outlook is undergoing a metamorphosis as a 
result of the apparent return of the Cold War with 
the Soviet Union and the threat to the security of 
jhe Mideast and its vast oil reserves. 

Although events had been moving in that direc- 
tion for months, the dramatic turn came with the 
Soviet intervention in Afghanistan. Suddenly the 
talk on Wall Street. Main Street and Pennsylvania 
Avenue has snitched from recession, unemploy- 
ment and a slowing inflation to rising defense 
spending, bigger budget deficits, another prices 
push and the opportunities that may lie .ahead in 
the stock market. In fact, doubts are rising whether 
there will be a recession this year. 

While it is too early to incinerate all the computer 
printouts and recession forecasts for 1980, the gov- 
ernment’s Office of Management and Budget is 
plugging new numbers into the fiscal year 1981 
budget that may reflect a faster arms buildup and a 
bigger federal deficit. 

Total federal spending in the current fiscal year 
was put by Congress at 5547.6 billion. That number 
has already climbed to an estimated $555 billion. 

The probable total for the 1981 fiscal year has 
now gone up to $615 billion, according to Joseph 
Pechman, director of the Brookings Institution's 
economic studies.

Industrial Peformance 
Worse Since Recession 

From Agency Dispatches 

WASHINGTON. Jan. 16 — U.S. 
industrial output rose 0.3 percent in 
1979, the worst performance since 
ihe 9.1 -percent drop in the 1974 re- 
cession, the Federal Reserve Board 
reported today. 

The output of the nation's facto- 
ries. mines and utilities finished 
1979 with a 0.3-perceni gain for De- 
cember. even though automobile 
output sagged lo its lowest level in 
4 I 5 years, following declines of a 
revised 0.3 percent in November 
and 0.1 percent in October. 

Meanwhile, the Commerce De- 
partment reported business invento- 
ries rose 0.7 percent in November 
after a gain of 0.9 percent in Octo- 
ber. 

The December industrial produc- 
tion index stood at 1522 percent or 
the 1967 average, up only 0J per- 
cent from a year earlier. 

December's rise supported ad- 
ministration forecasts that the over- 
all economy expanded during the fi- 
nal quarter to delay once again the 
onset of an anticipated recession. 

Automobile output fell to an an- 
nual rate of 6.8 million units last 
month, off 6 percent from Novem- 
ber and the slowest since May 1975, 
when output was at an annual rate 
of 6.6 million units. 

Output of construction supplies 
fell 0.4 percem and was off 1.7 per- 
cent from a year earlier — mainly 
caused by a sharp plunge in home- 
building, a direct result of the Fed's 
light-money policy. 

However, business-equipment 
output rose 1 percent after a 02- 
percent rise in November and was 
up 42 percent from a year earlier. 
The Fed attributed the increase to 
higher production in the defense 
and space equipment industries.

Joe Clark, prime minis ter of Can- 
ada, has said his country “questions 
the appropriateness” of holding the 
games in the Soviet Union and 
would take the lead in attempting 
to have them moved. Saudi Arabia 
has already announced it is pulling 
out. and the Netherlands said it was 
withdrawing all financial support 
for Dutch athletes training for Mos- 
cow. 

Secretary of State Vance said yes- . 
terday that both he and the presi- 
dent were personally opposed to 
American participation while Soviet 
troops are in Afghanistan. He said a 
final decision would have to be 
made by mid-February at the latest.

Threadbare Argument 

Writing in The New York Times. 
Michael Harrigan, director of the 
President’s Commission on Olym- 
pic Sports from 1975 lo 1977. says: 
“The Russians are sure to use the 
games for every ounce of propagan- 
da possible, and will ensure the 
discomfort of our athletes, officials 
and tourists . . . Perhaps the recog- 
nized Israeli and Chilean national 
Olympic committees and .those of 
any other country on the Soviet ‘hit’ 
list will be denied entry: perhaps 
these countries’ athletes will be ad- 
mitted and harassed as the Israelis 
were in 1973 during the World Uni- 
versity Games in Moscow.” 

Heads in sand, the Olympic fa- 
thers repeat the threadbare argu- 
ment that the games are above poli- 
tics. Yet the official report on the 
1976 Olympics, prepared by the or- 
ganizing committee in Montreal, 
conceded that “perhaps when all is 
said and done, the controversies 
which surround successive Games 
are inevitable. Although it is ironic 
that a movement based upon noble 
ideals of brotherhood, equality and 
the unification of mankind should 
also be such an ongoing subject of 
dispute, it is possibly the price that 
must be paid for their popularity. 

“Because, with the eyes of the en- 
tire world focused upon them, the 
Games become a readily available 
stage upon which to parade the ten- 
sions and frictions of a tormented 
society. Their very importance 
makes them a prime showcase for 
soda! injustice and discontent.”

Jan. 16 (UPIl— Taiwan 
Olympic offidals said today that 
they plan to appeal yesterday’s de- 
cision by a Swiss court to deny 
them an injunction that would have 
allowed Taiwanese athletes to use 
their national flags and anthems in 
Olympic activities.

Terrorism Fear 
Curbs Americans 
Visiting Rome 

ROME (AP) — U.S. visitors to 
Rome have decreased for the first 
time in five years due to an emo- 
tional reaction to terrorism, worried 
city officials reported recently. 

Americans were still the most nu- 
merous of the S.9 million foreign 
tourists to the city in 1979. but 
West Germans, French and British 
tourists increased. 

The 66,000 decrease in American 
visitors to Rome in 1979. from 
1,176.000 in 1978, deeply concerns 
the city, a local official said. 
Though in part due to the dollar's 
shrinking value, he said that large 
U.S. travel agencies canceled book- 
ings for 1979 after the kidnapping 
of former Premier Aldo Moro in 
1978. citing terrorism as the reason. 

Bui tourism on the whole in- 
creased, the official said, as 7.S per- 
cent more foreigners and 13.2 per- 
cent more Italians came to the city.

MOVING

' I ’ORONTO (NYT) — The youthful bustle 
X is overpowering in the arena. Young men 
come and go. hauling gear and speaking crisp- 
ly into walkie-talkies. Young women in make- 
up. their hair disheveled just so, walk in and 
out. Passers-by stop to stare. Hangers-on act 
important. Technicians arrange wires. 

Yet somehow all the chaos seems to center 
on one spoL a canvas chair. Often, someone 
— young, of course — goes there and appears 
to speak into a shiny brown parka coal More 
departing on a mission of obvious import. 

Then, slowly, the male figure in the coat 
begins to rise. Taller and taller he grows. 
Slowly, always slowly, he turns, revealing an 
ancient face, a while beard and very warm 
eyes, and one thinks instantly of the Bible. 

Here in a frigid hockey arena thousands of 
miles from any Holy Land, John Huston, at 
the age of 73, was again telling a story on film. 

Cavalry Officer 

The onetime reporter, acior, painter and 
Mexican cavalry officer began telling movie 
tales 39 years ago as the writer-director of 
"The Maltese Falcon." Since then, there have 
been "Treasure of Sierra Madre." “The As- 
phalt Jungle." "The Red Badge of Courage." 
“The African Queen," “Beat the Devil." 
“Moby Dick," “The Misfits," “Freud,” “The 
Night of the the Iguana.” “Fat City," “The 




Man Who Would Be King" and. of course, 
“The Bible." 

The new film, entitled “Phobia,” is a mur- 
der mystery that clearly does not rank with 
“Moby Dick” near the top of Huston’s list of 
favorites. “We’re not discovering any new 
ground here.” Huston said, “it’s a convention- 
al murder mystery. They all have a form. 
They’re supposed to. And Tm not going to 
change that.” 

The movie stars John Calicos, who played 
the evil Count Bailor in “BaUlestar Galacti- 
ca." and Paul Michael Glaser, the curly-haired 
cop from the popular U.S. television show 
“Starsky and Hutch." in his first starring mov- 
ie role. 

The film, budgeted for $5.1 million and 
scheduled for release this summer by Para- 
mount. is the story of a young doctor treating 
convicted murderers who have various phobi- 
as- But, one by one the murderers are mysteri- 
ously murdered, each one according to his 
own phobia. 

Huston reportedly ordered extensive rewrit- 
ing to turn “Phobia" into more of a psycho- 
logical thriller, so much so that the cast itself 
would not know who the real murderer was 
until filming was completed. 

Out of Sequence - 

After arriving here in late September, Hus- 
ton and the technical crews and the m ur der er s 
and the murderees moved from Location to lo- 
cation around Toronto. “I’ve filmed this pic- 
ture less in sequence than any I’ve ever 
made," said the director, who much prefers to 
begin at the beginning and end at toe ending. 
“Tnat’s the way things grow, in sequence. You 
gel better continuity and sometimes it’s even 
cheaper.” 

After completing the film, it’s back to bis 
isolated home near Puerto Vallarta, Mexico. 
“It’s a way of life I like very much." be said. 
“I have my own little cove. No roads. You can 
only get to me by boat There are lots of ani- 
mals — and scorpions. 1 have my back to the 
jungle and ray face to the sea.” 

Is it a lonely life? “Oh, no!" he replies, “A 
director's life is anything but lonely/ He said 
he would go to Hungary in May to form an- 
other film family and shoot Michael Caine 
and Sylvester Stallone in “Escape to Victory." 
“It’s about World War IL, an incident in the 
war,” he said, “It's a rather high-sounding 
tide, but it’s quite a nice little story actually." 

Huston has delivered the manuscript of his 
autobiography to his publisher, Alfred A,

Knopf, and expects the book to be out late 
tins year, with, he hopes, his favorite title, 
“Resume." “The book has been cut to 450 
pages." he said, “but I believe in trimming out 
waste." 

The book will talk about his father, Walter, 
the well-known actor, and John’s 39 years of 
making nearly four dozen films. It will relate 
some of his experiences and the “special mem- 
ories” of favorite people like Humphrey Bo- 
gart and Robert Milch cm and, of course, of- 
fer his views on filmmaking. “I’ve never been 
out to prove anything." be said. “I just like 
telling stories on film- 1 try never to duplicate 
myself . . . One must avoid personal cliches. 
For me directing is a stimulating occupation. 
Thai’s all." 

No Absolutes 

He is especially fond of “Moby Dick” and 
“The Man Who Would Be King." Although 
be can watch films as entertainment, there are 
some of his movies. Huston said, that he has 
never seen after completion.. 

But he refuses to make absolute lists of his 
favorites. “That’s like asking a father to name 
his favorite son. The favorite may be the one 
with the harelip. And do you mean my favor- 
ite finished product or my favorite fiktf mak- 
ing. the creative process? Each one you think 
of differently. And you always befieve yotzr 
currem one is the blest, although I wouldn't 
say that in this instance." 

Can he tell while f ilming that a movie is 
going to be good? “Oh, yes." he said with a 
twinkle. “When the chemistry is good and 
things are jelling and going smoothly, 1 know 
for sure then it’s going to be a great picture.” 
Then after a pause he added. “Of course, I can 
be mistaken." 

How does he stay in shape to make films 
when others his age can have trouble watching 
them? “I cough a Tot," he replied. 

*A Little Life’ 

Why does be keep working? “Weil, Fm not 
rich." he said, "I have enough to live on. But I 
wouldn't work if 1 didn’t tike it." 

“I love my work." he added. “Each film is a 
little life that grows and is nurtured by some ' 
people who will probably never be together 
again. You go from beginning to end together 
and when you are done and you go away, 
there is a certain sadness.” 

“You know," Huston said, reaching slowly 
into his pocket for another tissue to cover an- 
other cough, “my hero is Renoir. He sat in a 
chair and painted until his last day. I think he 
was 83. 1 want to keep right on going until nay 
momentum winds down and Ifafl out of this 
chair. Or I can't get in it."
